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Cold start, then sunny and dry. 


A depression near Iceland ran south- 
eastwards over Scotland and eastern England 
on the 1st and 2nd, bringing very cold Arctic 
air to many districts before moving away to 
Scandinavia. By the 6th, with low pressure 

to the west of the British Isles and an 
anticyclone to the east, a warm south to 
south-easterly airstream became established 
over all areas. The influence of this anti- 
cyclone was later replaced by a ridge of 

high pressure from the Azores, although 
northern districts were affected by frontal 
troughs moving east. A cooler west to 
north-westerly airflow prevailed by the 

14th and fronts crossed all areas during 

the third week, but by the 20th, the British 
Isles were again under the influence of a 
high-pressure system extending from Scandi- 
navia to the Azores. This situation persisted 
until the end of the month and was only 
disturbed by a few weak fronts and a thundery 
trough which affected south-eastern England. 


Weather 


The first few days of the month were cold, 
with heavy rain in places and gales in 
northern areas. There were moderate falls 

of snow over high ground and scattered 
showers of snow or sleet (snow mixed with 
rain) spread as far south as the London area. 
By the end of the first week, however, the 
cold north to north-westerly airflow had 
been replaced by a south to south-easterly 
airstream, which brought very warm, dry and 
sunny weather to most areas, although 
eastern coastal districts were often cool 

and rather cloudy. Scotland and northern 
England had some rain or showers by the 
middle of the second week and a few days 
later cooler, showery weather, with thunder- 
storms in places, became fairly general. A 
second warm, sunny spell, which developed 
on the 20th, was temporarily broken in south- 
eastern England by thunderstorms on the 23rd. 
There was a little rain in Scotland, and 

cooler weather spread south towards the end 
of the month. 


Wind 


Winds were generally light or moderate, but 
were fresh or strong at times, mostly in 
northern coastal areas. Strong to gale- 

force winds, occasionally severe on coasts, 
occurred in Scotland and northern England 

on the 2nd and 3rd and many places reported 
gusts exceeding 40 kt on the 2nd: South 

Gare near Middlesbrough (Cleveland) recorded 
a gust of 95 kt and Benbecula (Western Islands 
Area) had a gust of 70 kt. Gales were also 
reported in western districts of Scotland 

and Wales on the 19th. Wind directions were 
very varied: northerly at first, they became 
south-easterly for a time, but were generally 
westerly by the end of the second week and 
variable during the last week. 
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Temperature 


Monthly mean temperatures were within 

1 degC of average almost everywhere. They 
were below normal in the Scottish islands 
and most eastern coastal districts of 
Scotland and England, the lower temperatures 
extending inland in East Anglia and south- 
eastern England. In all other areas, mean 
temperatures were a little higher than 
average, particularly in South Wales and 
parts of south-western England. The month 
started cold and most places had their 

lowest temperatures of the month during the 
first four days: Gleneagles (Tayside Region) 
recorded a minimum of -3.3°C on the 2nd. 
Temperatures rose during the next few days 
and very warm weather became fairly general, 
although eastern coastal districts were 

often cool. At Achnashellach (Highland 
Region) the temperature reached 28.9°C on 
the 9th and Ellbridge (Cornwall) had a 
maximum of 29.7°C on the 12th. It was warm 
again in many places from the 20th, but 
some areas had cooler weather towards the 
end of the month. 


Rainfall 


Monthly rainfall totals were between 50 

and 100 per cent of average over most of 
Scotland and extreme northern England and in 
parts of eastern England. Almost all other 
areas had less than 50 per cent of normal 

and in Northern Ireland it was the driest 

June since 1949. In central southern and 
south-western England, the north-east Midlands 
and along the coast of west Wales rainfall 
totals were less than 20 per cent of average 
and some places in south and south-west 
England recorded no rain at all. Showers or 
outbreaks of rain occurred mainly during the 
first few days and around mid month. Some 

of the wintry showers which fell early in 

the month were of hail. Thunderstorms were 
reported in England on the 2nd, more generally 
from the 15th to the 17th, and in south- 
eastern England on the 23rd. Among the larger

falls recorded in a ‘rainfall day’ (the 

24-hour period from 09 GMT on the date stated) 
was 71.8 mm at Cowdray Park, Midhurst (West 
Sussex) on the 16th, following an isolated 
thunderstorm with torrential rain and hail. 





Snow 


During the first few days of the month there 
were moderate falls of snow over high ground 
in northern areas. Most of the snow fell on 
the 2nd, when scattered snow and sleet showers 
were also reported in East Anglia and the 
Midlands and even penetrated as far south as 
the London area. This is the first time since 
1888 that snow and sleet have been reported 
as widely so far south in summer. The snow 
lay on the upper slopes of the Scottish moun- 
tains for a few days and patches of snow were 
still visible at high levels at the end of the 
month. 


Sunshine 


Monthly sunshine totals were above average 
everywhere and were generally between 125 and 
150 per cent of the normal, exceeding 150 per 
cent in the Shetlands and in one or two places 

in south-west Scotland and central southern 
England. In many parts of Scotland this was 

the sunniest June since 1957 and in Northern 
Ireland since 1960. Central London had its 
sunniest June since records began in 1929. 


Fog 


After the first few days, coastal and hill 

fog occurred from time to time, particularly 
around Scottish coasts and islands, and along 
south-western and eastern coasts of England. 
Fog patches occasionally formed overnight in 
some inland areas, but soon dispersed. 


Miscellaneous Phenomena 


A whirlwind was reported at Ashover near 
Chesterfield (Derbyshire) on the afternoon of 
the 26th. The aurora was observed in Scotland 
on one night.
